START  brings  computer  design  to  IPFW

Productivity  increased  three-fold. 
That  is  the  proven  advantage  of 
computer-aided  design  techniques 
over  previously  ificd  drawing 
techniques,  said  Warren  Worthley, 
dean  of  engineering,  technology,  and 
nursing. 

Worthley  is  also  executive  director 
of  Ihe  START  tSummit  Technology 
and  Research  Transfer)  Center,  an 
organization  that  has  helped  make 
CAD-CAM  (Computer  Aided  Design- 
Computer  Aided  Manufacturing) 
training  a  part  of  IPFW. 

CAD-CAM  ts  "a  major,  growing 
industry  that  allows  people  doing 
manufacturing  the  abditv  to  design  on 
computer  instead  of  a  drawing  board," 
Worthley  said  The  training  at  IPFW

The  only  other  cost 
will  be  providing  the  space  for  the 
system,  he  said. 

Worthley  said  IPFW  Is  presently  in 
the  process  of  selecting  equipment  for 
the  program,  and  that  academic  units 
could  begin  in  the  fall  semester  of  IMS 
He  added,  however,  this  would  depend 
on  the  development  of  faculty  training 
and  course  majerials. 

The  new  system  will  be  incorporated 
into  the  departments  of  manufac- 
turing, electrical  engineering 
technology,  industrial  technology, 
engineering  and  possibly  computer 
technology.
